(Fight Cancer With 
Checkup And Check 


Palm Beach County’s ` annual 
fund drive for cancer research and 
treatment, will get underway April 
1 under the direction of George 
Slaton, West Palm Beach insur- 
ance executive, who has been nam- 
ed county chairman of the cam- 
paign by the county unit of the 
American Cancer Society. 

Joining in the volunteer, cam- 
paign organization with Slaton are 
civic leaders in every county com- 
munity who will have charge of 
fund raising activities in their own 
cities during the month long drive. 

“For the. second ‘successive 
year,” Slaton said, “the slogan of 
the campaign will be “Fight Can- 
cer With A Checkup and a Check.” 
Last year after the campaign a 
flood of. inquiries were made at 
unit headquarters on how to follow 
up the suggestion for a medical 
checkup. ‘ K 

“We want to drive home this 
idea of fighting- cancer with a 
checkup and a check, until we save 
those thousands ‘of lives th&t can 
be‘ saved. They are lost mainly be- 
cause cancer is not discovered and 
treated in the earllest stages,” Sla~ 
ton explained. 

Through its educational pro- 
gram, the American Cancer So- 
city reports that last year it was 
estimated that 150,000 Americans 
were saved from cancer. Ten years 
ago the number was only 80,000.
